T WAS ARGUABLY the best ever election result for the British National

Party. The single candidate election, by postal ballot, across Stoke’s two par-

DELEGATION from 

Oldham BNP met with 
representatives of Oldham 
Police last month in their con- 
tinuing campaign te ensure 
justice for Gavin Hopley and 
Mark Clayton. 
On January 27th 2001, 23 year-old 
Mark Clayton was stabbed twice 
in-a racist attack on Manchester 


Street, near Oldham town centre. ` 


Three teenagers were later cleared 
of attempted murder after impor- 
tant CCTV evidence was lost by 
the police. 

On 15th February 2002, Gavin 
Hopley was attacked and murdered 
on Greengate Street, Glodwick in 
Oldham. The Crown Prosecution 
Service dropped murder charges 
against 10 men who were alleged 
to have been involved in the brutal 


assault after it was decided there was 
insufficient evidence to proceed. 
New charges of violent disorder 
were then brought against eight of 
the accused and a court hearing is 
still to take place. 

Divisional Commander Keith Bent- 
ley assured BNP co-ordinator, Mick 
Treacy, that their investigations were 
continuing into both cases. 

“The issue of the lost tapes in the 
Mark Clayton case is the subject 
of an internal investigation to iden- 
tify if anyone has acted inappropri- 
ately,” Superintendent Bentley told 
the BNP delegation. 

He accepted five bunches of flow- 
ers in Gavin Hopley’s name from 
the BNP members as a reminder 
to officers at the station to make 
every effort to bring his racist 
murderers to justice. 


“Shaukat Ali’s actions on that 
night took the rioting into a 
new and frightening phase,” 
DCI Martin Bottomley, head of 
Oldham CID, told Manchester 
Crown Court: 

“It escalated the events from 
brick throwing to setting prop- 
erty and buildings on fire and 
subjecting police officers to ter- 
rifying petrol bomb attacks. 
“He committed very serious 
offences and it was only sheer 
luck that no police officers were 
killed or seriously injured as a 
result of his actions.” 

Ali had initially denied involve- 
ment but admitted his guilt after 
being confronted by CCTV 
footage of him hurling stones 
and missiles at police officers, 


and buying 31 litres of petrol 


from a petrol station in Glod- 
wick just 40 minutes before the 
first petrol bomb was thrown at 
police and into buildings such 
as the Live & Let Live public 
house. 

Despite acknowledging vmnat 
Ali was the ringleader, Judge 
Barry Woodward QC sent him 
to prison for just five years 
which means he could be 
back on the streets of Oldham 
within 30 months. 


HERE’S no such parole 

available for riot victim 
Dean Cotterill. He was mowed 
down by a car-load of rioters 
in Burnley on June 26th. 
He was taken to Burnley Hospi- 
tal with serious leg injuries and 
doctors told him he will never 
play sports or be able to enjoy a 
full life again. Dean has under- 
gone several operations during 
his long stay at Burnley Gen- 
eral and now has bolts in a knee 
cap and a titanium rod in one of 
his ankles. 7

IONEL COOK AND John Sheehy served 
country during the dark days of 1942 


and then, later, on Fighter Direction Tenders during the prepa- 


rations for the D-Day landings. 


John was with the 4th Commando 
and took part in the ill-fated raid 
on Dieppe in August 1942, when 
only 1,000 men returned from an 
invading force of 4,300. 

Sadly John Sheehy died 12 
years ago. A Lewisham lad, he 
played his part in defending 
Britain from tyranny. He would, 
no doubt, take great satisfaction 
from seeing two of his nephews 
carrying on where he left off - 
standing up for their country. 
John Sheehy was the uncle 
of Chris Roberts, the BNP’s 
London Regional Organiser and 
Barry Roberts, the BNP’s Lewi- 
sham Organiser. 

Life today for Lionel Cook isn’t 
so rewarding. After the war 
he went to Rhodesia where he 
stayed till earlier this year. Now

before, a recent study has found. 

The well-made, tasteful British children’s programmes that 
used to be the norm thirty years ago when our TV was domi- 
nated by the BBC, are few and far between in today’s cacoph- 
ony of often foreign-owned commercial channels. 


Looking at children’s TV sched- 
ules for the last week of August 
for every year since 1952, the 
influential Institute for Public 
Policy Research has found that, 
since at least 1972, there has 
been a relentless decline in what 
our children are watching. 

For example, in 1972, imported 
programmes made up only 5.7% 
of British children’s TV pro-

ABOUR’S ASYLUM POLICY is in chaos. Illegal 
immigrants are arriving in Britain in their thou- 
sands every week and the Government refuses to do 
anything about it. When Sangatte finally closes next year 
the problem will get worse, and no politician at Westmin- 
ster has the remotest idea how to deal with it. 
300,000 illegal immigrants have arrived in Britain over the last 
two years and fewer than 3,000 have been deported. To spread 
the burden that these new arrivals put on local services, the 
Home Office has farmed them out to 300 towns and cities around 
the UK, trying not to deposit more than 1,000 asylum seekers in 
any one place. They have even made a mess of this, and at the 
end of October had to apologise to Blackburn Council for send- 
ing them 2,000 migrants, double their intended quota. 
The Government’s incompetence in dealing with illegal immi- 
gration is hammered home every day in the popular press. The 
British people see the situation get worse but Labour, the Tories 
and the Liberal Democrats have no answer. 
The British people are looking for a political party which has 
a safe pair of hands to deal with this immigration issue, and in 
Stoke-on-Trent 8,000 voters, nearly 20% of those who voted, 
saw the British National Party as that safe pair of hands. 
Simon Heffer, in the Daily Mail, summed up the result: 
“The BNP will thrive so long as the main parties refuse to 
respond to the legitimate public concerns about the country 
being swamped by illegal immigrants. 
“Tt will not be long before the first BNP mayor is elected some- 
where as the main parties drive away supporters who regard 
their agendas as increasingly irrelevant’. 
It was back in 1976 when immigration last topped the political 
agenda.

LAIN Baxter won Britain’s 

first ever ski medal when he 
finished third in the men’s slalom 
at the 2002 Winter Olympics in 
Salt Lake City in February. 
Days later. that medal was taken 
away from him by the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee after a 
post-race drugs test found 20 mil- 
lionths of a gram of the banned sub- 
stance, methamphetamine, in his 
urine sample. 
In Freedom (No.25 April 2002) 
we reported that Alain had been a 
victim of globalisation. The meth- 
amphetamine came in a Vicks nasal 
spray which he had bought in the 
United States. He had used the 
same product in England because 
it had been passed clear of any 
banned substance, but the Ameri- 
can version of the spray, although 
packaged the same, was a different 
product. 
On Wednesday 16th October, the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 
(CAS), dismissed Alain’s appeal

to retain his medal, but they did 
have some words of comfort for the 
British skier. 

In its judgement the CAS found 
that Alain Baxter was a “sincere 
and honest man who did not gain 
a competitive advantage despite 
the trace of lev-methampheta- 
mine in his system.” 


Although disappointed with the 
verdict, Alain said he was pleased 
his name had been cleared: 

“I’m not classed as a drugs cheat 
any more and can now get back 
to racing.” 

The new season starts on November

success in Salt Lake City.
